DOG TAX ORDINANCE 


GIVE FACTS TO BUREAU 


Manager Says That Entire New Sys­ 


tem Will Be Ready For Operation 


By February 9th. 


The new electric light system will 
be given the first preliminary test 
this evening. 
The test which will he 
made on what is known as the south 
tungsten circuit, including the lights 
south of the B. & O. S-W . railroad, 
will not be given for the purpose of 
* demonstrating the brilliancy of the t; 
lamps, but to try out the new wires 
and connections. 
As 
the 
current 
which is used for the tungsten lamps 
t is different from that used in the pres­ 
ent are system, it will he necessary to 
switch out the arc lamps while the 
test is being conducted. 
When the new system is completed 
there will be three separate circuits 
from tlie plant, the south tungsten 
circuit, for the tungsten lamps south 
. o f the B. & O. S-W., the illuminating 
arc circuit for the arc lamps in the 
business district of the city, and the 
north tungsten circuit which will in­ 
clude the tungsten lamps north of the 


♦ B. & O. S-W . railway. 
According to 
the franchise there will be a large 
) illuminating arc light at each corner 
in the business district. 
The old arc 
lights will be taken down as soon as 
the current from the new plant can 
,be supplied. 
In the resident part 
of the city large 18 0-candle power 
tungsten lamps will he placed at each 
corner and smaller lamps of the same 
make hung between the corner lights. 
Lamps will vary according to the 
number used in each block. 
On some 
squares two lamps will be placed be­ 
tween the larger tungsten lights at 
either corner.

The manager of the new plant say- 
that he will have everything in work­ 
ing order by February 0. the date 
named in the contract.

the system is once thoroughly tested
